A month-long ordeal of 
beatings and hunger on an 
isolated farm 15 iniles from 
Rimbey was described by a 

5-year-old Edmonton boy in 

n exclusive hospital bedside 
interview last night, 

The boy, Bill Souter, is in Royal 
Alexandra hospital, suffering from 
malnutrition, frostbite, bruises and 
lacerations. He may lose the tips 
of all his toes and some fingers as 
a result of working in sub-zero 


temperatures without proper cloth- 
ing. 

His father, Edward Souter, 
11212-77 avenue, brought the boy 
to hospital in Edmonton after the 
15-year-old fled to a neighbor's 
home near the Rimbey farm, 
where he was sent last July. 

“T had a swell time at the farm 
right up until a month ago,” the 
boy told The Bulletin from his 
hospital bed yesterday. 

“] had a horse and saddle and a! 
gaddle-blanket and a bridle, and I 
used to ride out every day and 
bring in the cows. I learned how 
to milk, and I learned how to cut 
out the calves and yearlings. 


‘SEEMED CRAZY 

“Then, about a month ago they 
just seemed to go crazy,” he said 
lof the two Rimbey farmers at whose 
he lived. The men,

A final split between Russia and 
the United States over drafting a 
Japanese peace treaty appears al- 
most inevitable. 

An exchange of notes between 
the two powers, the latest re- 
leased here last night, disclosed 
several major points of conflict 
which diplomats doubt can be 
resolved. The United States 
shows every intention of press- 
ing for a treaty regardless of 
Russia's attitude, 

Points of difference which now 
emerge from the exchange are 
mainly these:

Britain and Egypt Nearing 
Clash On Suez Question 


By SAM SOUKI 

Tempers are running high in 
Egypt, where relations between 
Britain and that country have 
weached a new low after recent 
speeches in both Cairo and Lon- 
don. 

Veteran political observers as- 
eert that never in the last quar- 
ter century has the Anglo-Egyp- 
tlan situation appeared so irre- 
concllable as at present. 

Some, like the Arab League's 
secretary-general, Abdel Rahman 
Azzam Pashz, predict that blood 
will flow if the British persist in 
remaining in the Suez Canal 
area, Otners, alarmed, be- 
lieve there will be no fighting be- 
tween the Egyptians and the Brit- 
ish, but predict more street riots 
and stone-throwing demonstra- 
tions. 

The situation now appears in- 
soluble to most political ob 
servers in Cairo, although some 
see a faint glimmer of hope in 
the negotiations in London be- 
tween the foreign secretaries of 
the two nations, 


Both Countries 
Stand Pat 


A majority of Egypuan political 
Observers explain that the Egyp- 
tlaa government cannot back 
down after repeatedly insisting 
on the complete removal of Brit- 
igh troops from the Suez Canal 
zone, and the unity of Egypt and 
the Sudan under the Egyptian 
crown, 

‘British Foreign Secretary 
Prnest Bevin's recent statements 
in the House of Commons a'\so 
have indicated that London will 
mot remove any British troops 
dram the vital Canal area. 

Various suggestions have been 
made tha Kgypt should be in 


less 


cluded among the Atlantic Pact 
nations. Sponsors of this . idea 
feel that such a move might solve 
the deadlock. 

Thus the British forces could 
remain in Egypt not as an occu- 
pation force, but as a partner of 
Egypt in the Atlantic Pact. Others 
have suggested that an allied 
force be sent to the Suez Canal 
area to join the British troops 
there, and that a united high 
command be formed, including 
Egyptian staff officers 


Face-Saving 


Needed 

The main object of these sug- 
@estions is to find a face-saving 
formula for the Egyptian govern- 
ment, while keeping the British 
forces in control of the Suez 
zone, 

The question of the Sudan 
raises a different problem. Egypt 
has always insisted that the 
Sudan is just the southern part 
of Egypt and demands the formal 
unity of the Nile Valley under the 
Egyptian crown, The British re- 
tert that the Sudanese people 
must decide whether they want 
independence or unity with 
Egypt. 

At present the Sudan, known as 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, is 
administered by e British gover- 
nor general and an administra- 
tive staff consisting of English- 
men, Egyptians and a sprinkling 
of Sudanese. Most of the key 
posts are held by Englishmen.

Don’t Want 
To Boss World 


In fact, my observation in many 
different parts of the country was 
that what was most bothering 
most Americans was that they saw 
no way of being able to do what 
they yearned to do. At heart they 
want to give up their new burden 
of being the world’s boss, Santa 
Claus, and military policeman, 
and get their boys home again, 
for keeps. 

Unfortunately for all who think 
like Mr. Hoover, it just is not 
possible for any country to go 
isolationist, at this stage of his- 
tory, without compounding the 
world crisis, which is bad enough, 
as it is 

Least of all is it possible for the 
United States to do so. 

But in my opinion Mr. Hoover 
is half right 

The United States, British Com- 
monwealth and allied democra- 
cies should come down to earth 
in a hurry, They should make a 
list of the vital world positions, 
which we literally cannot afford 
to lose, and concentrate on them, 


Right at That 


It is no secret that our own 
military experts at Ottawa shared 
the view of the top British strate- 
gists. From the very beginning 
they had the deepest misgivings 
about sending a large military 
torce to Korea, 

The moral issues there were im- 
portant. The legal issues were 
important—for the UN was faced 
with the first case of deliberate 
aggression, 

But the military risks, for the 
UN forces, were extremely great. 
A victory for the UN forces would 
have important moral conse- 
quences. But a military defeat— 
or worse still, 2 long, drawn-out, 
costly campaign, could prove a 
real disaster to the Western Allies 
if the Russians were planning a 
later major drive in Europe or 
the Middle East. 

In the latter event we would 
find most of our power bogged 
down in a blind alley which would 
have no decisive importance in a 
world war. 

The military principle which 
Mr, Hoover favors seems ty» me 
sound, though I think he suggests 
a too-limited application. 

You have to build security from 
the inside out. North America 
is the real foundation base of 
democracy in 1951, for geography 
has made it so, 

But let us ask ourselves why 
Russia is beating the pants off 
us in the world struggle. 

It is the Russian Communist 
idea (cleverly, ruthlessly organ- 
ized) which is taking over more 
and more of the world, Not a 
single Russian soldier took part 
in the civil war in China, nor in 
the present war in Korea. 

Yet these countries were switch- 
ed into the Russian zone of power 
as effectively as if they had 
been conquered by huge Russian 
armies. 

When we take a leaf from the 
Russian book we can beat them 
at their own game—that is, by 
giving the native the democratic 
tools with which they can finish 
their own jobs. 

You can do that with programs 
like Gandhi's, Nehru’s. But you 
can't do it with Syghman Rhee’s,
